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Parade the Circle Workshops Begin April 28 


CLEVELAND (March 23, 2006) — As construction begins on the Cleveland Museum of Art’s (CMA) $258 
million renovation and expansion project, preparations for this year’s Parade the Circle on June 10 are underway. 
Beginning Friday, April 28, and continuing up to the Parade day, the Museum presents an array of public 
workshops at CASE field located at the corner of Ford and Juniper in University Circle. 

As in previous years, the Parade will cover the same route around Wade Oval in University Circle. 
However, due to the Museum’s construction, the Parade will line up along Juniper Rd. and will process in a 
clockwise direction, beginning and ending from that point. 

Parade the Circle is an annual community arts event presented by the CMA. The daylong event is free to 
the public and features a parade, family activities by 30 University Circle organizations, food and performing 
artists. Attracting more than 50,000 spectators and 2,000 participants, Parade the Circle is a cherished Cleveland 
tradition. The Parade Workshops commence six weeks prior to the day of the parade. Parade artists will assist 
participants in creating their own masks, costumes and giant puppets at the public workshops. 

Artists from Greater Cleveland, Barcelona, Brazil, Connecticut, Toronto and Trinidad and Tobago will be 


on hand to provide creative and artistic inspiration to participants as they create their Parade entries. 


Basic Workshops 

Basic Workshops feature artists who will assist participants in making masks, costumes and giant puppets 
using papier-maché, cloth and recycled materials. 

Basic Workshops are open to all ages (children under 15 must register and attend with someone older). 
Workshop passes are available for $30 per individual or, $100 for families up to five persons ($15 per additional 
family member) and include Parade entry fee. Group rates and scholarship assistance are available. Pass holders 
are entitled to attend all Basic Workshops. 

Basic Parade Workshops will be held on Fridays, April 28 through June 9, from 6 to 9 p.m.; Saturdays, 
April 29 through June 3, from 1:30 to 4:30 p.m.; and Sundays, April 30 through June 4, from 1:30 to 4:30 p.m. 


Special Workshops 


The Museum also offers Special Workshops for batik and stilt dancing. An introductory stilt weekend will 


be offered for free. Batik workshops and stilt dance training require the $30 registration fee. 
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The Batik Workshop will teach participants the art of color dyeing through a technique called batik. 
Attendants of the Batik Workshops will have the opportunity to create their own colorful costumes or banners for 
the Parade. The Workshop will be conducted on Saturdays, May 6 through June 3, from 10 a.m. to 12:30 p.m. The 
fee is $25 with workshop pass. Fabric is available at cost. 

In addition, Canadian stilt walkers Brad Harley and Rick Simon will offer stilting instructions on 
Saturday, May 13 and Sunday May 14 from 1:30 to 4:30 p.m. The event is open to the public. However, workshop 
pass holders will be given priority and children must be at least 10 years old. Pass holders without stilts may order 
them only during the stilt weekend for $40. Participants may keep stilts after safety training. 

For those who wish to stilt dance during the Parade, special Stilt dancing Workshops will be held on 
Saturdays from May 20 through June 3. Novice classes will be held from 10 a.m. to 12:30 p.m. and advanced 
classes will be held from 1:30 to 4:30 p.m. Participants will learn stilt safety, tying and the art of dancing on stilts. 
Stilt dancing is free to workshop pass holders. 

To register for workshops, stop by the Parade workshop tents during any of the scheduled workshop times.

No written words, logos, motorized vehicles or live animals (with the exception of wheelchairs and assist 
dogs) are allowed in the Parade. Those who are creating Parade entries on their own ($5 per person) should also 
register during scheduled workshop times.

Incorporate presents Circle Village, which includes the activities, entertainment and food.
